Computers and all electronic equip-
ment except cell phones will be
collected by E-Tech Recycling. Cell
phones will be donated to our local
PTAs, which receive $3 for each
phone through the Eco-phone pro-
gram. All remaining electronic equip-
ment will be reused or recycled.

The clothing and textiles are given to
The Clothing Recycling Company,
which distributes them to local
charities that serve the working poor,
welfare recipients, homeless, dis-
abled, recent immigrants, and sen-
iors living on fixed incomes.
